WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—De- 
finite agreement has been reached 
among House administration lead- 
ers to give the tax reduction bill 
right of way upon the opening of 
Congress in Vecember. 

Chairman Green of the 
Ways and Means Committee, which 
meets here Monday to prepare 
the bill which is expected to cut 
at least $300,000,000 from the tax- 
payers’ toll next year, said today 
a measure wil] be ready for pre- 
sentation on the opening day of 
the session. 

The House will be able to pass 
the bill before the Christmas holi- 
days, Green predicted. With Sen- 
ate leaders planning to rush ac- 
tion on it there, final enactment 
of.a measure by March 1, fifteen 
days before first payments of the 
new year are due, is believed pos- 
sible. 

Income Tax Reductions. 

Interest centers mainly in the 
proposed reductions in income 
taxes, which leaders of both par- 
ties prepared to ask slashes in 
both the normal rates and sur- 
taxes. Representative Garner, 
Texas, ranking Democrat on the 
committees, has come out with a 
proposal by which about 3,000,000 
persons would be relieved of pay- 
ing any income tax. He would 
raise the exemptior for single per- 
sons from $1,000 to $3,500 and for 
married persons from $2,500 to 
$5,000. 

Representative Garner presented 
this plan, which he bases on a 
proposal to retire the national 
debt in 62 years instead of 25, to 
Secretary Mellon yesterday. Al- 
though the Treasury head is with- 
public indication of 
his views prior to his appearance 
before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Monday, it is understood he 
believes the Treasury could not 
stand reductions of the amount 
proposed by Garner. 

Treasury and administration of- 
ficials favor, however, cuts In both 
the normal rates and surtaxes. 
As to surtaxes, Garner would cut 
the maximum rate to 25 per cent, 
a figure also sugested by Green, 
while it is understood the Treas- 
ury will recommend a maximum 
The present rate 
is 40 per cent. Modification or 
abolition of most of the miscel- 
laneous taxes, including those on 
theater tickets, automobiles and 
the like, is generally proposed. 

Fight Over Estate Tax. 

While little revision of the. ad- 
ministrative provisions of the re- 
law is anticipated, Green 
wants a modification that will re- 
lieve the board of tax appeals of 
many trifling cases. He believes

While there is general unanimity 
for tax reduction, fights are im- 
pending over proposed abolition of 
the estate and gift taxes and the 
tax publicity provision. This pro- 
gram has the support of the ad- 
ministration, but Green and Gar- 
ner both would retain the estate 
tax, applying it, however, only 
where, and in the amount, that it 
exceeded a state tax on inheri- 
tances.

Discussing his proposal to re- 
lieve 3,000,000 taxpayers of all in- 
come taxes, Garner said persons 
with small incomes should have 
relief, particularly when it wou'd 
cost less than vEe. 000,000 in reve- 
nue, 

By reducing a surtax to a max- 
imum of 20 per cent, he added, the 
treasury will lose more than $100.- 
900,000, and comparatively few 
people will benefit. 

Senator Wadsworth, Rep. of New 
York, conferred with President

Margaret M. Turner of Trenton, N. 
J., today recoznized a prisoner 
here as her husband, William H. 
Turner, mine foreman, whose sup- 
posed death in a Kentucky coal 
mine explosion brought $85,000 in 
insurance to various relatives. 

Until today’s dramatic meeting 
in the rooms of the police bomb 
squad, Mrs. Turner had insisted 
that Turner, wto returned from 
Germany this week, was dead and 
that the man ealling himself her 
husband, was an impostor. 

As she entered the room, Mrs. 
Turner uttered a loud scream. 
“Why did you do thig to me?” she 
cried. “We had a nice happy 
home and our children were hap- 
py.” A moment later she fainted. 

Turner paid no attention to her. 

Mrs. Turner has been lIilvnge 'n 
Trenton with her five <«hildren 
since she considered herself a 
widow. Her husband is accused of 
murdering two miners by a delit- 
erate explosion and of defrauding 
insurance companies. She collect- 
ed $25,000 of the insurance. 

In Miami. Fila., {it develops, a 
woman recently appeared at po- 
ers and said she 
was Turner's Bister, Mrs. F. F. 
Farley, and that she was ready 
to return the $60,000 # insg@r- 
ance she received after his 
“death.”” The police there hadn't 
heard about the case and dismissed 
her as a crank. Now they are 
looking for her. 

Turner, in his prison cell, blames 
relatives for the whole affair. He 
and his father-in-law.

AND CITY AS ACITY 
URGED BY WAGNER 


Benefits of Unified Public 
Improvements Cited as 
Argument Before Plan 
Committee of Freeholders 


RETENTION OF CITY

Speaker Declares Popula- 
tion Gain for St. Louis Is 
Not a Factor as “People 
Are Here, Anyway.” 


Amalgamation of St. Louls and 
| St. Louis County as a city, to be 
| Governed under the present city 
Charter, was advocated by Hugh 
| K. Wagner, a city member of the 
Board of Freeholders, before the 
Scope and Plan Committee of the 
board, at Clayton courthouse last 
night. He pointed out the benefits 
of unified public imprevements and 
municipal planning activities, and 
declared that augmented popula- 
tion was not a matter of import- 
ance, 

Wagner spoke for 95 minutes, 
this being the first discussion of 
any of the eight proposals for a 
general scheme of metropolitan ex- 
pansion which are before the com- 
mittee. The board may recom- 
meud merger of city and county as 
one city, partial annexation of 
the county to the city, or return of 
the city into the county so that ex- 
ising annexation laws not now ap- 
plicable would become so. 

A resolution under each of these 
schemes was introduced by Wag- 
ner, so that he could uphold one 
and oppose the others. He long 
has favored the complete merger 
idea. All but one of the seven 
committee members were present 
and seven other freeholders were 
there. A number of county offli- 
Cials were present and there was 
an audience of about 100, includ- 
ing St. Louis high school ~ girls 
gathering debating material. This 
was the first time there has been 
any considerable public represen- 
tation at a freeholders’ meeting. 

Wagner's Arguments, 

St. Louis and 8t. Louls County 
are one community, linked in com- 
mercial and social life. Wagner de- 
clared, and he said the chief ar- 
gument in the county against ex- 
pansion was: “The city separated 
from us in 1876; let ‘em stay sep- 
arated.” Belief Has been growing, 
he said, that dual government is not 
g0od in a county where there is a 
large city, and establishment of St. 
Louis as a city with county func- 
tions in 1876 washalled everywhere 
as a great improvement.

Prince of Wales Editorially 
Admonished on His Return 


St, Loe Strachey, in Weekly Spectator, Advises 
Royal Heir to Devote His Activities 
to More Serious Purposes.

. LONDON, Oct. 17 ~The arrival 
of the Prince of Wales today from 
his long South American tour was 
made the occasion of an editorial 


by St. Loe Strachey, the famous | 
editor of the Weekly Spectator, 
delicately but frankly advising the 
heir tO the British throne to be 


more circumspect in his public 
activities. 

It is significant that this ad- 
monition follows one in a very 
similar vein which appeared a 
couple of weeks ago in the St. 
Martin's Review by the Rev. H. R. 
L. Sheppard, the prominent rector 
of the royal church of St. Martin's 
in the Field. The fact that two 
such prominent persons, whose 
loyalty to and regard for the 
royal family is above suspicion, 
should consider it expedient. to 
thus publicly advise the Prince as 
to his conduct in public has given 
rise to speculation here as to 
whether or not this unusual pro- 
ceedure is the result of inspira- 
tion from higher quarters. 

After referring to the reports 
and criticism from South America 
that while he was there the 
Prince found the strength to at- 
tend supper and calling parties 
while unable to accept more, ser- 
lous engagements, Strachey says: 

“We think the Prince of Wales 
would rightly interpret the wishes 
of the nation if he made it impos- 
sible for people to have an excuse 
for saying that he is unduly rest- 
less or that he exhausts himself 
in giving to amusements too many 
of the hours which might be spent 
in preparation for work that is al- 
ways and necessarily tiring. 


“Nobody wants the Prince of 
Wales to be a prig and he would 
not have anything like the enor- 
mous popularity he enjoys if he 
were. The position of heir-appar- 
ent, however, is as delicate as it is 
difficult. We suggest that the dif- 
ficulty might be overcome when 
the Prince has had the rest which 
he has earned and richly deserves 
if he would attach himself to some 
public cause which is entirely be- 
yond and above faction. Being as- 
sociated with a great purpose, he 
would be bound to some regular 
application of his energies which 
would once and for al! put an end 
to any false notion that it is his 
desire to live a butterfly existence. 
In asking that he should do so 
the nation is demanding much, we 
know, and yet we think it would be 
right to ask it. 

“The services of the royal family 
have taught us to place our expec-

Prince Rejoins His Family Around 
Heavy-Laden Dinner Tabic.

LONDON, Oct.. 17.--The Prince 
of Wales rejoined his family around 
the heavy-laden dinner tabie at 
Buckingham palace last night and 
partook with them of a feust. tor 
a wandering son home from his 
voyage. 

Earlier in the day he had re- 
turned to his’native land from a 
30 weeks’ ambassadorial trip to 
West and South Africa and three 
South American countries, Never 
beforé had his father’s subjects 
given the Prince such a welcome 
as they did when he drove this 
afternoon through the misty, 
dreary streets of the capital from 
Victoria station to Buckingham 
palace. 

The royal family surrounded the 
Prince as he appeared on a bal- 
cony a few minutes after reaching 
the palace, He attempted to shout 
a few words to the crowd, but was 
drowned out by the constant cheer- 
ing, and he and his party-had to 
retire out of the rain after five 
minutes, 

Later the Prince drove to his 
residence at St. James palace and 
retired from the sight of the eager 
crowds. 

Shortly after the return to the 
palace, the King lesued,, the follow- 
ing message: 

“The warm hearted. affection of 
the welcome given our son in Lon- 
don today greatly added to the joy 
and thankfulness which the Queen 
and I feel fof his safe homecoming.

The application which the City of st.

The other was 
that the City of St. Louls should recon- 
struct the highway.

It is not a question as to whether the 
City of St. Louis should pay $16,000 ad- 
ditional to the county to rebuild Clayton 
road. or whether the City of St. Louis 
should pay the county $12,000, or any 
amount. The condition involved is that 
the City of St. Louis is obligated under 
the terms of the permit from the County 
“ourt to restore the road to good condi- 
aon. 

The matter can be very easily settied. 
The City of St. Louis offers to pay the 
county $12,000 for damage done to the 
foad. The county officials state that 
they are willing that the City of St. Lovis 
should do the work, or they would be 
willing to agree with the city officials on 
an impartial engineer or contractor, and 
let this unbiased expert estimate the 
cost, which estimate would be accept- 
able, whether $20,000 or $5000. .

MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


“I suppose you read about the man down 
in Southeast Missouri who was held in fail 
five months by mistake?” Mr. Antwine 
said. 

“It seems he had been broag@®t in for 
distilling, but when his case came up it 
was found that another man of the same 
rame down in his neighborhood was really 
the man wanted. The Court thereupon 
said: “The United States owes you an apol- 
ogy.’ : 

“This has attracted a good deal of at- 
tention. People have wondered how sucha 
thing could happen, or why the man would 
quietly lie in jafi all that time without rais- 
ing a rumpus of some sort. There has been 
some surprise that his friends didn’t do 
something, The explanation likely is that 
he had been distilling or doing something 
he ought not to have done and therefore 
submitted, not because he was guilty, but 
because his conscience was guilty. His 
friends probably knew this. Usually our 
friends do. That is what makes them our 
friends. Friendship is a mutua! confidence. 

“He might have said to himself as he 
lay in jail: ‘I don’t know what I am in for. 
but I am guilty on so many counts that it 
can’t make much difference which one I have 
been picked up on.’ That issbout what 
most people would say if they were sud- 
denly seized and locked up. The more we 
learn about life the more we understand how 
éisingenuous humankind is. In the Motlow 
case the State's principal witness was dis- 
qualified because he turmed out to be @ 
preacher riding surreptitiously on another 
man’s pass. A good many people believe 
that if we investigated anything, say as we 
Gid the ofl leases, we would discover *cor- 
ruption. They also think that if you ar- 
rested almost anybody it would be no sur- 
prise to him and he might In an unguarded 
moment confess. The man in Southeast 
Missouri did not go so far as this. They 
likely did not give him a chance. 

“The reason for this condition ie two- 
fold: First, we are not what we pretend to 
be. Second, we have so hedged ourselves 
about with law that we have long ago given 
up hope of being law-abiding.

My recollec- 
tion is that the Junior Order of United American 
Mechanics, a strong order there and then, was hold- 
ing a state convention in Asbury Park. The event 
mentioned was a street parade of the Jr. O. U. A. M. 
Very likely there were some farmer members. Stevie 
wrote it up humorously, at considerable length. The 
man on the desk in the New York Tribune office 


‘seemed to like Stevie’s style in that story; he ran it 


as written. 

Here now is where history may be told. Whitelaw 
Reid and Mark Hanna agreed between themselves 
that “Stephen Crane was directly responsible for 
making Cleveland President of the United States.” 

Hell was to pay in the editorial end of the Trib- 
une! Protests, indignantly put, poured in. Stephen 
Crane’s story of the parade was an outrage! The 
reporter had insulted and slandered the Junior Or- 
der, made up of voters, many thousands strong in 
New York State. “Stop my paper!” At the election 
in November Cleveland carried the State of New 
York by about 1000 votes. There is no reason to 
doubt that more than that many votes were turned 
away from Harrison and Reid by the funny story 
sent to Mr. Reid's paper by the future famous writer. 
Thus Stephen Crane seems to have been, in very 
truth, directly responsible for the return to the 
executive chair of one of the greatest of our Presi- 
dents; for as New York went so went the nation— 
then. 

All things come to those who wait lone enough. 
For a third of a century I have awaited an opportu- 
nity to tell a little story at the most opportune mo- 
ment possible. This is the moment. Townley Crane 
went up to New .York on élection day to see how 
things were going. If he left Stevie on guard I do 
not recall the fact; perhaps he did. Stevie, as you 
may have gathered, was no more than an inconsid- 
erable kid to the rest of us—we didn’t know who he 
was, you might say. Had we known, all of us would 
have taken voluminous notes for posterity. The 
newspaper correspondents gathered that evening in 
the Asbury Park telegraph office. About 8 o'clock, 
as my memory makes it, “the bunch” got a wtre 
from J. Townley Crane, four words: 

“Indications indicate Cleveland’s election.” 

“Hmpf!" ejaculated the press opérator, EB. L. 
Tiffany, whose father, he had -told me, was ehot 
through the heart at Gettysburg six months before 
“Tiff” was born; “hmpf! old Townley must have 
taken a few too many aboard, ¢lse he’d never have 
written ‘indications indicate.’ Townley’s a cracka- 
jack writer.” 

And so he was, in a way; and so was Stevie, 
though none of us suspected as much at the mo-
